SPONDING Members; who, before they can 
be choſen, muſt be recommended in the Form 
No I. in the Appendix, Of the former you have a 
complete Liſt under the ſame Number in the Appen- 
dix. They ſubſcribe ſuch Annual Sums as every one 
thinks proper, towards ſupporting the Expences of 
the Society: and have their regular Meetings, in 
which all Buſineſs relating thereunto is tranſacted. 
And as moſt of theſe, when this Society was firſt form- 
ed, did live in or near London, they were then called 
RESIDING Members. The latter, are ſuch Perſons 
in Great Britain and Treland, and other Proteſtant 
Countries, as are choſen to correſpond with the 
Society, on purpdſe to acquaint them with the 
State of Religion in their Neighbourhood ; to ſug- 
geſt ſuch Methods of doing Good as occur to 
them; to diſtribute Bibles, with ſuch religious, as 
well as uſeful Books, as ſhall be approved of, and - 
recommended by the Society: and to remit any oc- 
caſional Benefactions, which they themſelves are 
pleaſed to contribute, or collect from well diſpoſed 
Chriſtians, | 

Bo r for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſnort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 
lt was about the latter End of the Year 1698, 
that a few Gentlemen formed themſelves into a Vo- 
luntary Society : and as ſuch, they with Unanimity 
and Zeal went on together in promoting the real and 
practical Knowledge of true Religion, by ſuch Me- 
thods as appear'd to them, from time to time, to be

AN OTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 


of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the. Aſſiſtance, of their Members, diſperſed ſeveral 


Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion. Theſe Books and Tracts (of which there 
is a Catalogue in the Appendix, Ne III.) are to be 
had by their um Members on the following Terms: 
Such as are Bound, at the prime Coſt in Sheets; 
what are not Bound, at half the prime Coſt; the 
Socrety defraying the Expence of the other Half, as 
alſo that of Binding, in the former Article, out of 

their own Fun. | ty 
THEsE are the General Deſigns of this Society: 
and though their certain Income towards ſupporting 
them be but ſmall, yet they have hitherto been ena- 
bled by their own Annual Subſcriptions, and the Le- 
gacies or other caſual Benefactions of well diſpoſed 
Perſons, to raiſe a Fund fufficient to carry them on 
ſucceſsfully from year to year at a very conſiderable 
Expence:

Miss ioN, then maintained by the King of Denmark 
at Tranquebar in the Easr-Ix nIEs, for the Conver- 
ſion of the Heathen in thoſe Parts. Accordingly they, 
from time to time, aſſiſted the Miſſionaries there 
with Money, a Printing Prefs, Paper; and other Ne- 
ceſſaries, (as they were enabled) till the Year 1728 ; 
when, upon a Propoſal made by the Reverend Mr 
- Scbultze, one of the Daniſſ Miſſionaries, to remove 
to Fort dt George, and there begin a new Miſſion, 


for the Converſion of the Heathen at Madras, the At Maas. 


Society engaged for the Support of the ſame, though 
at an Expence that did then far exceed their Abili- 
ty, truſting to the Goodneſs and Bleſſing of Almigh- 
ty GOD; which Expence has been ſince greatly in- 
creaſed by an Addition of Miſſionaries, as well as 


the Enlargement of the Miſſion to Cudulore near At Cudelire. 


Fort St David, another Engliſh Settlement. How- 
ever, the Society chearfully rely upon the ſame Wiſe 
and Gracious Providence, which has hitherto wonder- 
fully bleſſed this; and all other their Undertak- 
ings, to raiſe up ſuch a true Chriſtian Spirit, as will 


abundantly ſupply all their Wants; ſuch a Spirit, as 
ſhews itſelf in Mr Profeſſor Francke, of Hall in 


Saxony, Whoſe Remittances towards carrying on ſo 
pious and gloriousa Deſign, have been large and con- 
ſtant.

for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in 
June the ſame Year, they publiſhed, An Account of 
the Sufferings of the NA Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed, A further Account of their Sufferingy, &c. 
with an Extract of the fournals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firft Tranſport of Saltzburgery 
to Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accoums being enforced 
by the generons Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perfons, as alfo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy ; had, through Goy's 
Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriftians of every Rank 
and Denomination, that the Society (beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany) have been ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Englith Colony in Georgia 
in the Vears 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, confifting of more than tewo Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmalter, are ſet- 
ted by themſelves at Ebene er: and there live in a 
B contented 
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contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 

Tu E great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Vear as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
ſo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the Society's Deſigns, that they have nothing left 
now to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cles; excepting 2500/, New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
Paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter, But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how. to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending again the Saltzburg-Colony in Georgia, 
both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 
as have Ability, and wiſh well to it. What has been 
done on this Account may be ſeen gratis by any one 
who will give himſelf the trouble of calling on their 
Secretary, and inſpecting their Books of 1.50 
and Payments, at their Houſe in Hatten Garden, 
Lo N DON; of which, Two Extracts have been 
already publiſhed, and diſperſed among the Bene- 
factors to this excellent Charity, with the Thanks 
of the Society, and their Prayers that GoDp would 
eternally reward fo great and ſeaſonable an Inſtance 
of Chriſtian Beneficence, as was then miniſtred 
to perſecuted Proteſtants, when driven out of their 
native Country, under the moſt pitiable Circumſtan-

Thouſand Copies, which they have ſince diſperſed in Lsg. 
the moſt prudent, uſeful and extenſiye Manner they 

could. But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 
Chriſtians throughbuc ales, tor having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly read them; that this Impreſſion (large as it 

was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 

that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 

cicty, from a compaſſionate; and Chriſtian Regard to 

their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 

the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies ; 

as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teſtaments, and 

as many Common Prayer Boobs in the ſame Language. 

This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Bleſſing of Gob, 
happily finiſhed, and diſtributed.

TRE ſame Gentleman did alſo in the Year 1737 
execute another Deed to the Five Members above- 
mentioned, for conveying to them, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns for ever, Eighty Pounds New South Sea An- 
nuities; the Dividends whereof are to be laid out 
from time to time (at the Direction of the Society) 
in Books for propagating the Chriſtian Religion in 
the Eaſt-Indies, or other Parts of the World; which 
Annuity Stock is allo to be veſted, as ſoon as may be, 
in a Purchaſe of Freehold Land, the better to per- 
petuate the Truſt. Both Which Settlements were 
confirmed by his Will.

They pM that the Buſineſs of a Paſtor in 
Europe chiefly regards the Souls of his Flock; but that 
they have the additional Care of providing bodily Things, 
of - procuring Work or Services, and ſometimes Dwellic 8 
for the new Proſelytes, and of taking care of thoſe ſic 
and poor People who can meet with Aſſiſtance no where 
elſe; which muſt ſtill be the Caſe in this Infancy of the 
Tamulian Church. |

Tux Reverend Mr George Hutteman, the Society's Miſ- Miſſion at 
ſionary at Cudulore, by a Letter dated the 29th of September Cudulire. 


1760, expreſſes an uncommon Satisfaction to find that 
his Conduct and Behaviour during his late Exile, has met 
with the Approbation of the Society; and congratulates 
them on the ſurpriſing reverſe of Fortune which the French 
have felt in their Affairs, having loſt all cheir Conqueſts, 
and being narrowly blockaded in Pondichery, which Place, 
through God's Aſſiſtance, we have great Probability of 
becoming Maſters of. | 


He informs the Society, that he returned from Tranguebar 


on the 18th of September, to take care of the Miſſion at 
Cudulore, and gather together his diſperſed Flocks ; and 
that he compoſed a Thankſgiving Sermon on this Occa- 
ſion, which he preached in what had been a Roman Catholic 
Chapel, and therein marked out the various Steps of Divine 
Providence which had appeared in favour of this Pro- 
teſtant Miſſion z that this Diſcourſe had met with the 
Approbation of the Gentlemen at Madras, who have 2 
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fince been very favourable to the Miſſion; and he takes the 
Liberty of ſending a written Copy of it to the Society. 
He gratefully acknowledges the Goodneſs of an over- 
rulin vidence in preſerving the Miſſion - Houſes, almoſt: 
to a Miracle; That there were indeed many Windows 
and Doors wanting, but that Mr Alexander Leigh, Captain 
Engineer, has been ſo kind as to ſupply them from what 
remained of a French Fort which was demoliſhed ; and 
that the reſt of the Damage ſuſtained by the Miſſion 
would put them to but little Expence. THT 


He humbly begs of God to renew his Bleſſing on this 
his Work; and owns his Obligations to the Society for 
their Benevolence to him, and the kind Preſents he hath re- 
ceived : And promiſeth by the next Ships to ſend with his 
Accounts a full Detail of this Miſſion from the Beginning:

The Want of theſe Papers, and no Letters being received 
either from the Rev. Mr Kiernander at Calcutta, or the 
Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranguebar, prevent the Society for 
the preſent from giving a fuller Account of the Proteſ- 
tant Miſſion in the Eaſt-Indies. But from what hath been 
ſaid above, they cannot help taking Notice of one Argu- 
ment which will plead ſtrongly with the tender Hearts of 
charitable good Chriſtians, and, it is hoped, will prevail on 
them to extend their Benevolence to this truly Chriſtian 
Deſign. They have no certain Fund to ſupply the Expences 
of theſe Miſſions; except a late generous Legacy of Mr 
Percivall, out of which they have purchaſed 1000. New 
South Sea Annuities, - and appropriated the Dividends 
thereof to this Charity. The Reverend Mr Profeſſor 
Franck hath hitherto continued his very kind Remittances ; 
and the reſt is provided for from Caſual Benefactions 
allotted to this Uſe. But then the Deſign is extenſive, 
and the Expence very great : For beſides the Salaries of 
5ol. per Aunum to each of their four worthy and la- 
borious 
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borious Miſſionaries, the Society is every Year at great 
Charges in ſending them Neceſſaries of various kinds, 
Books, Paper and other Stationary Wares: And it is very 
fit that the poor Converts to Chriſtianity, who on that 
Account are deſerted by their idolatrous Relations, and 
given up by their Heathen Countrymen, ſhould be pre- 
ſerved from pinching Want, and be put in a Way to tup- 
port themſelves ; whereby the uninlightned Part of the 
Indian World may be brought to admire the Benevolence 
of Chriſtians, and to fee the Completion of the Words 
of the bleſſed Saviour of Mankind, that when Men /eek 
firſt the Kingdom of God, and his Righteouſneſs, all theſe 
things ſhall be added unto them. | 

When theſe Things are ſeriouſly conſidered, it is humbly 
hoped that the Hearts of good People will be touched, and 
their Hands be opened to contribute chearfully towards this 
excellent Work; that the Society, by their Bounty to 
this Branch, may not be obliged to cramp any of the 
other good Deſigns in which they are engaged.

The Reverend the Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranguebar, in Miſſion at 
their Letter of the 10 of January, 1761. acknowledge Tranguebar. 


with grateful Thanks the Receipt of the Preſents from the 
Society, which came ſafe to their Hands in September laſt. 
Their Labours have not been confined to the Town In- 
habitants only, but have been extended to Chriſtians and 
Heathens who live at a Diſtance from Tranguebar. In 
January 1760, one of them went to Nagapatnam; in 
ril two of them travelled to Tanshour z and one of 
theſe Chriſtian Labourers went to the Iſles of Zaffana and 
Ceylon, at the Requeſt of the German Proteſtants there; 
thinking it their Duty to comply with all the Occaſions 
which Providence offered to them of ſpreading abroad the 
Doctrines of the Goſpel. | 
They 
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They acquaint the Society, that their Town and Country 
Congregations were encreaſed in the Year 1760 with 232 
Souls; and that 170 Children are inſtructed and ſupported 
in their Free Schools. | 

That the Death of one of their Workmen, and the Sick- 
neſs of another, hath retarded the Labours of the Printing- 
Preſs; but nevertheleſs they are going on in printing the 
New-Teſtament in Portugueſe, and the Book of Eccleſiaſti- 
cus in the Tamulian Language. 

They give a very pleafing Account of the faithful La- 
bours of the Society's worthy Miſſionaries ; expreſs the 
brotherly Love that is between them; and offer up to God 
warm Wiſhes for their Welfare, and that their pious and 
diligent Endeavours may be crowned with Succels, 

They farther, in anſwer to the Queries which have been 
ſent them, ſay, that the Number of Children which have 
been hitherto educated in their Schools, is 1312: And that 
the Number of Members which have been inſtructed and 
received into their Church, amounts to 11306. 


The Rev. Mr George Hutteman, Miſſionary to the 
Society, in his Letter dated at Cudulore the 18th of January 
1761. acquaints them, that on the firſt of that Month, 
they were viſited with the moſt violent Storm that had 
ever happened there in the Memory Man, which laſted 
from 10 at Night, to 4 the next Morning, and did very 
great Damage to the Engliſh Fleet, and occaſioned the Los 
of many Lives, as well as ſome Men of War. Jobn Bladen 
Tinker, Eſq; Captain of the Medway, was ſo ſenſible of 
the divine Goodneſs in preſerving him and his Ship from 
the moſt imminent Danger, that he begged of Mr Hut- 
teman to come on Board and celebrate his wonderful Deliver- 
ance in a Thankſgiving Sermon z which he readily complied 
with, and hath ſent the Society a Copy of his affecting and 
pious Diſcourſe; as likewiſe of one which he preached 
formerly on the Retreat of the French; both which dif- 
cover his deep Senſe of Religion, and the Pains he takes 

2 to 
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to inforce on his Hearers the great Duties of Chriſ- 
nanity, | 
He juſtly remarks the Wiſdom of Providence in firſt 
viſting his People with this ſevere Trial, that they might 
not be elated, and boaſt of the Arm of Fleſh, before he 
thewed his Mercy and Loving-kindneſs to them in Van- 
quiſhing their Enemies: And then he congratulates us on 
our Succeſs againſt the French, who had been blockaded in 
Pondicherry from the 10th of September, until they were re- 
duced to ſuch Extremity for want of wholeſome Provi- 
ſions, that they were obliged to eat all manner of Ver- 
min to ſupport their Lives; and at length on the 15th of 
the ſame Month of January, ſurrendred at Diſcretion, to 
Col. Eyre Coote, the moſt famous Fort in India, both for 
Strength, Extent and Number of its Inhabitants: And 
what is moſt ſurpriſing, is, that this great Event has been 
brought about with the Loſs of not more than ten Men. 

Since the return of himſelf and his Catechiſts to Cudu- 
be, they have endeavoured to collect together the diſperſed 
of. the Malabar Congregation, and they meet twice every 
Sunday for divine Service. His School is re-eſtabliſhed, and 
there are ten Children in it, who have a Monthly Allowance. 
Two adult Perſons have been baptized ; and two more 
are preparing for Baptiſm. At Chriſtmas 1760, he had 37 
Communicants. | 

He reads the Service, and preaches as often as poſſible to- 
the Engliſh Congregation : And, at the Requeſt of Admiral 
Stevens, takes care of the Sick in the Hoſpital, amounting 
ſometimes to 200 and upwards. 

He inſtructs the Children in the Engliſb School 2 Hours 
every Day, and on Wedneſdays publicly Catechiſes the 


Adult; which Care of his, he hopes, will meet with.

He greatly laments the Loſs of Mr John Kerr their late 


pious and induſtrious Schoolmaſter, who being, amongſt 


others, taken Priſoner at Fort St Davids, his Confinement at 
Pondicherry ruined his Conſtitution ; but whilſt he was there 
he Aid all that was in his Power to bring his Fellow-Priſon- 
ers to a Senſe of their Duty, and on Sundays eſpecially 
aſſiſted them in reading the Holy Scriptures, and perform- 
ing their Devotions : Till at length he died in the Lord in 
February laſt, in the 49th Year of his Age, and left the 
Church of Cudulore a kind Legacy of 30 Pagodas, making 
about 20.

Beſides Books, Ink, tt ſome ſmall Wages for Servants; 
all which large Expence hath been defrayed, without put- 
ting the Society to any Charge. He is at preſent under 
ſome Difficulty in regard to a Houfe to keep his School 
in; and for want of Books, having not, when theſe Letters 
came away, received what the Society was pleaſed to ſend 
him by the Latham. 

He hath baptized ten Children of Portugueſe, German, 
and Dutch Parents; and one adult Tamulian of ſeventeen 
Years old; and is now preparing three Adults for Baptiſm, 
Of his Portugueſe Congregation, two adult Perſons and four 
Children have died. He hath had this Year ſixty one Com- 
municants. He goes: on in preaching the Portugueſe and 
German Sermons z the Tamulian Language not being uſed 
in the Parts of Bengal ; and he hath no Time at preſent. to 
apply himſelf fully to learn the Language of the Country; 
and is deſirous of an Aſſociate to aſſiſt him in his growing 
Labours. 

The Society are much obliged to Meſſieurs Butler and 
Cape, Chaplains of that Settlement, for their very friendly 
Reception of Mr Kiernander, for their procuring large Sub- 
ſeriptions towards carrying on the good Work he is engaged 
in, and for the Chriſtian Offer they make of aſſiſting him in 
the peculiar Offices of a Miniſter of the Goſpel. And the
